TICALLY CLEARED UP. 


Miss Le Claire Said to Be the Woman 
They Were Boarders in the Same House 
for Several Months—She Is Now Pros- 
trated with Grief—Effort Made at the 
House to Suppress the Facts—Working 
on the Persecution Theory. | 

Unrequited love is undoubtedly the cause of 
the suicide of young Heisen, who killed him- 
self at the Wellington Hotel Sunday night. 
When the body was found the officers discov- 
ered in the suicide’s pocket a mémorandum 
book with this entry: | 

Called at Strong’s on Superior street at 2:30 p. 
m., and met Miss L. She promised to wait six 
months before giving answer. | 

Mus L.“ is evidently Miss Le Claire, a 
young woman who boards at the house of Mrs. 
Strong, No. 378 Superior street, It was at 
this place that Heisen lived for three months 
last summer, leaving it only when he went to 
Kansas City recently. Upon his return to 
Chicago from New York Oct. 6 he applied for 
a room at Mrs. Strong’s boarding-house, but 
she had none empty—at least she said she 
hadn’t—and that is why the Wellington Hotel 
was the scene of the suicide. : 

Miss Le Claire is said to be of prepossessing 
appearance, tall, handsomely formed, and 21 
years old; such a person as might readily be 
Ne to make an impression upon a youth 
of 19. 

When a Tinuxx reporter called last even- 
ing at the boarding-house the young woman 
was confined to her bed, utterly prostrated by 
the tragedy and unable to appear. Her half. 
sister, Miss Topping, offered to make a 
statement on behalf of Miss Le Olaire, but 
was prevented by the appearance of the board - 
ing-house staff, who seemed to have great re- 
luctance to giving any facts which might

They are apart in true womanhood 
and nobility of character; so far apart that I 
often wonder how we dare to say we are their 
friends. They live such lives as you or I 
could not live. It is grand to be among them 
and to feel what a good thing it is to be a 
woman and make wornanhood tell even in 
shops and factories. ‘But,’ some one says, 
‘we don’t have such working women in our 
city. Our kind want to walk the streets at 
night; they like young men; they wear a lot 
of feathers and flowers, and fussy clothes, and 
they read cheap novels.’ 

Are you speaking from the knowledge that 
open-handed fellowship brings, or are you 
speaking from the outside? If you really 
knew these girls you wouldn't say such things; 
if you don’t, do you think it is quite fair ta in- 
dulge in such sweeping condemnation? Do 
you know these girls sometimes come to me 
and ask, Isn't it possible to form an organi- 
zation to educate ladies? Why do they say 
such strange things about us? Don’t they go 
out with young men? Don’t they like pretty 
dresses? Why must they have matrons when 
they go out in the evening? We don't. Don’t 
their mothers trust them?’ They sometimes 
feel.“ continued Miss Dodge, that you do 
not understand them. The lives of wage-earn- 
ers are like those of other people. They have 
a physicial, intellectual, and social life and 
work to do for other people. 

“In Baltimore there is a really brave 
yroman, Margaret S. Weir. At the age of 18 
she had been in a factory of the roughest sort 
for eleven years, and, like a hundred other 
girls in the same room, she could neither read 
nor write. These girls she organized, unaided, 
hired a club room, and then asked a Baltimore 
woman to send some one to teach them 
ABC. At the age of 24 this girl devotes four 
nights in each week to club life, takes her 
mother to the theater once a week ‘because 
she needs to be amused,’ spends another night 
in corresponding with prominent people all 
over the country who she thinks can help her 
in her work among girls of her own age and 
condition. Sunday she plays the organ and 
leads: the choir in her church, and Sunday 
afternoon she goes and sings with the girls of 
her choir in a hospital ward. For twelve 
years she has supported her family. 

‘‘We are not worthy of the friendship of 
such women.“ Miss Dodge went on, but 
they need us. We have culture which they de- 
sire: leisure to devote to making plans and 
devising methods of carrying them out; dain- 
tiness and imagination to bring to their prac- 
ticality and common sense. We need to coin- 
bine forces. But it is not with the desire ‘to

FOUND A SIBERIAN CONVICT ON BOARD. 


Demetrius Kohoptitski Escapes on the Em- 
press of India—Outrages by Prisoners. 

Vancouver, B. C., Oct. 13.—[Special. ]}—The 
steamer Empress of India, which left Yoko- 
hama Oct. 1, reached Vancouver this morn- 
ing. When a short time at sea a stowaway, 
Demetrius Kohoptitski, escaped from Siberia, 
was found on board, He had been sentenced 
to sixteen years in a Siberian dungeon, but 
had escaped after having served six years of 
his sentence. Sept. 24, in the midst of a ter- 
rific typhoon, the steamer struck another ves- 
sel, but no damage was done to either. 

The Japanese exchanges received by the 
Empress of India today relates the following: 
Sept. 14 the barque Archus of New Chwang, 
laden with beans, was totally wrecked while 
in a typhoon at the entrance of Nagaski har- 
bor. Allon board perished. The crew was 
Chinese except the Captain and officers, who 
were Europeans. 

At Viadivostock about Sept. 14 sixteen Rus- 
sian convicts, who were working on the new 
railway, attempted to escape. Two were shot 
down, but fourteen got away. These killed 
three inmates of a farmhouse to obtain cloth- 
ing. A French officer was killed for the same 
reason, and a Russian bandmaster, returning 
from the funeral of the officer, was also killed 
and his body stripped. At the latest accounts 
none of the ruffians had been captured. 


KEYSTONE IRON WORKS ATTACHED. 


The Big Establishment at Riverview, Kas., 
Closed by Carnegie, Phipps & Co. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Oct. 13.—The Keystone 
iron works at Rivajview, Kas., the largest 
establishment of the kind in this vicinity, 
were closed at 3 o’clock this afternoon under 
attachment for $66,000 filed by Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co. of Pittsburg, Pa. The Sheriff 
took possession at once.

The Montevideo Rioters Intended to Kill 
President Obis—The Outbreak a Failure.

Monrevipzo (Uruguay), Oct. 13.—A riot 
which, only by the prompt action of the gov- 
ernment, was prevented from spreading intoa 
serious revolt, broke out a few minutes be- 
fore midnight Oct. 11. The rioters be- 
longed to a club organized for the express 
purpose of getting up a revolution. They 
called themselves the Junta, apparently after 
the victorious opposition party in Chile. In 
fact, the overthrow of Balmaceda seems to 
have led the Uruguay Junta to measure 

strength with the authorities. 

After they had entered the club-house a 
battalion of soldiers passed by. Fire was 
opened on them, which was promptly returned. 
Three.officers were wounded and fifty mem- 
bers of the Junta were instantly killed. How 
many were wounded itis impossible to teil, but 
the number was correspondingly large. 

There seems not to be the slightest doubt 
that the intention of the Junta was to assas- 
sinate President Obis. It had employed 
twenty Sicillians to commit the crime, The 
band of would-be assassins -were under the, 
command of an Italian desperado named 
Abatte. It was he who murdered Dr. Rucker.

MAY DISREGARD THE DECISION. 


Likelihood that the Boyle Interpretation of 
the Moore Law Will Be Slighted. 

Though the Board of Election Commussion- 
ers have in effect declared the Moore law, in- 
tended to allow women to vote on school 
questions, unconstitutional by placing on it 
an interpretation somewhat novel—to the 
effect that certain foreign-born women may 
vote while no American-born woman shall 
it will hardly settle the vexed ques- 
tion. The Election Commissioners will 
send out their interpretation of the 
law as though it were a pronouncement 
ofthe Supreme Court. But the judges of 
election may disregard that interpretation. 
They have just as good a right, it is main- 
tained, to interpret the law as English, Coyne, 
or Boyle. Many ofthem will exercise that 
right, it is claimed, and register women. If 
the Election Commissioners thereafter at- 
tempt to interfere with such registration the 
law may be appealed to. Indeed, it is said to 
be in contemplation to apply for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Election Commis- 
sioners from interfering with the j 
in registering women or with he 
registration after it is made, or with the vot- 
ing of the women. in the county outside the 
election district there is to be no registration 
this year—the law requiring registration only 
on the even-numbered years. But women 
may attempt to vote on affidavit. In that 
case the judges will act on their own discre- 
tion in receiving the vote. The County Clerk, 
who will have charge of the count, will not 
attempt to pass on the constitutionality of the 
law, nor will the County Commissioners, who 
appoint the judges. The Boyle decision does 
not clear the situation. ,

INTERVIEWS WITH REPRESENTATIVE 
_. BOHEMIANS ON HIS CANDIDACY. 
They Do Not Want the Saloonkeeper Who 
Was “Bounced” from the Police Force 
on the Ticket, but Will Nevertheless 
Support the Republican Nominees — 
Some of Those They Would Have Pre- 
ferred on the Ticket in His Piace—Their 
Reasons. 

Inter- Ocean? A reporter for the Inter- 
Ocean interviewed a number of representa- 
tive Bohemians yesterday afternoon in regard 
to the candidacy of James Kazda for County 
Com missioner. 


Many Bohemians were found who are grate- | 


ful to the Republican party for the recogni- 
tion given their race in the nomination of Mr. 


Kazda, but are of the opinion that the con 


vention erred in its choice, and should have 
chosen a Bohemian who would reflect more 
credit upon his people. 

** Because of the treatment received by the 
Bohemians at the hands of the Democrats,” 
said L. J. Fligel, editor of the Chicago Daily 
Listy, „we shall support the Republican 
ticket. Although the Listy is a Democratic 
paper it is not bound to the party, and after 
the snub put upon our people by the twin con- 
ventions we should have supported the Repub- 
lican ticket had it been completed without the 
name of a Bohemian. So we shall nowsupport 
Mr. Kazda, but it is under protest. We have 
among us men whom we would deem it an 
hoaor to support, and it is too bad that the 
Republicans did not choose one of them. 
When I say this it is with no ill-will against 
Mr. Kazda, If he were engaged in a business 
more reputable than the management of a 
saloon he would be acceptable. As it is, we 
accept him, as I said before, unger protest. 
Had the Republicans nomina John M. 
Kralovéc, Joseph Matousek, or Frank Schultz, 
they would have strengthened their ticket by 
6 votes. I am sorry to say that Mr. 
Kazda cannot poll a majority of the Bo- 


hemian votes. 


„What is your estimate of the Bohemian 
vote in the forthcoming election?“ 

“T estimate it inthis way: Two thousand 
in the Eighth Ward, which is our stronghold; 
1,200 inthe Fifth Ward, 1,500 inthe Ninth 
Ward, 1,000 in the Sixteenth Ward, 800in the 
Nineteenth Ward, 500 m the Twenty-ninth

Frank Fusik, an ardent Republican and a 
very shrewd politician, bewails the mistake 
made when Mr. Kazda was nominated. He 
said yesterday: It is too bad that the con- 
vention was led astray. It had an opportu- 
nity of placing on the Republican ticketa Bo- 
hemian who would not only receive the solid 
support of his country-people, but who would 
have commanded the respect of every voter in 
the county. If. Mr. Kazda had not been for 
years engaged in the saloon business he would 
be a strong candidate, but the Bohemians do 
not desire to place a saloonkeeper of any na- 
tionality in the County Board. I would be 
highly elated if Mr. Kazda would resign in 
favor of some other Bohemian.“ 

Jam supporting Mr. Kazda,“ said Frank 
Kutak, the young editor of the Denni Hlasatel, 
a daily paper published in the interests of the 
Bohemian laboring element, but I would be 
glad if he would resign, with the understand- 
ing that the Republicans nominate in his 
stead a more representative Bohemian.

Milwaukee Bankers Make Depositions in 
Regard to His Accounts, 

Miuwavuxss, Wis., Oct. 13.—[Special. ] —The 
deposition of Milwaukee bankers who held 
State funds on deposit during the administra- 
tion of State Treasurer Harshaw were taken 
today to be used in the suit of the State 
against Mr. Harshaw for the recovery of in- 
terest received by him on State funds. T. L. 
Baker of the Milwaukee National Bank testi- 
fied that it had ‘been the custom of State 
Treasurers during the twenty-five or thirty 
years that he had been connected with the 
bank to keep part of the State funds on deposit 
in Milwaukee banks. In his bank the account 
had been transferred from Treasurer to 
Treasurer and had run continuously. In Mr. 
Harshaw’s case the amount of his first deposit 
had passed to hiscredit in that manner, and 
it had remained there, an open account, sub- 
ject to check at any moment. Mr. Baker 
could not remember who had seen him to 
make arra wate for the continuance of the 
deposit, 2 it must have been Mr. 
Harshaw. He was certain that it was not Mr. 
Schriber of Oshkosh. The interest had not 
been credited to Mr. Harshaw’s ac- 
count. It had been charged to the 
interest account and balanced by the 
interest checks. The checks for the 
interest had been sent to Mr. Schriber of Osb- 
kosh, whom Mr. Baker had understood to be 
the financial secretary of Mr. Harshaw’s 
bondsmen. The balance statements had al- 
ways been sent to Mr. Schriber. Mr. Baker 
could not remember upon whose orders he had 
sent the checks and statements to Mr. Schriber.

GALE ON THE ATLANTIC COAST, 


Damage at Asbury Park, Ocean Grove, El- 
 beron, and Long Branch, 

New Lon, Oct. 13.—[Special.]—Today’s 
weather forecast announced the approach of 
rain and dangerous wind. They came, espe- 
cially the wind. It was blowing at the rate 
of thirty-two miles an hour from the north- 
east at midnight tonight, but it had been 
much higher. Considerable damage was 
done along the New Jersey coast 
by the storm. whole coast, 
from Sandy Hook Point to Seaside 
Park, is strewn with wreckage. The waves 
were much higher than at any time since the 
big storm of September, twoyears ago. They 
washed over the outer ends of the fishing pier 
at Asbury Park and the fishing pier and the 
old wave-power pier in Ocean Grove, and bat- 
tered away at bulkheads and cut the sand 
from under the big ocean plazas of both 
Asbury Park and Ocean Grove. 

The surf ran over the beach at the foot of 

Deal Lake, cutting out the sand and under- 
mining the new sluiceway erected last sum- 
mer by James A. Bradley. A number of the 
bulkheads of the cottagers at Elberon were 
badly damaged. At Long Branch the sea 
made a number of big cuts into the bluff 
along the east side of an avenue, between 
the West End Hotel and the great ocean pier. 
Opposite the Howland Hotel the surf tore cut 
the new bulkheads and cut into the roadway 
for some distance.

Torrence, who was killed by being thrown 
out of her dog-cart on the Lake Shore drive 
yesterday afternoon, was about to meet with 
a fatal accident. He had the presentiment 
last Saturday night. I had gone to bed but 
could not sleep,” he said, at his residence 
yesterday afternoon. “I tossed about from 
side to side, my heart filled with awful fore- 
bodings, Finally I became so restless that I 
went to my wife’s room and told her that I 
was feeling very badly. Some,cloud seemed 
to hang over our home. She said she guessed 
I was a little nervous and that I would soon 
drop off to sleep. Then I left her. 

Monday morning Mrs. Torrence, who was 
not much acquainted with managing horses, 
though very fond of them, wanted to go over 
to the riding gallery. I felt reluctant about 
having her go, but finally took her over in the 
brougham. I was very uneasy while she was 
there, and finally felt compelled to telephone 
and ask how she was getting on, She told me 
that she had just stopped riding because her 
saddle had turned a little; and then she went 
home. But wasn’t it singular that I should 
feel the certainty of this dreadful calamity? 
Well, it is fate, and I must bear it. 

8 The story of the accident,’”’ the General 
continued, ** has not been told quite accurate- 
ly in the papers. One report says that two 
rough men drove up behind my wife and 
frightened her horse with their clamor ani 
clatter so that it shied and threw her out. 
That is not true. As nearly as I can get at 
the straight story from talking with my 
daughter Jessie, who was with Mrs. 
Torrence at the time and seems 
very clear as to what 
accident occurred in this way: Jessie 
was driving. Mrs. Torrence sat beside her 
and the groom sat behind. As they were 
coming down the drive somebody behind 
them began speeding his horse. When he got 
near the cart his horse broke. The clatter of 
the hoofs startled Mrs. Torrence’s horse a 
little. She reached out for the line to turn 
the animal aside and let the speeder go by. 
Mind you, Jessie was drivmg. Giving the 
wrong line a pull, Mrs. Torrence turned the 
horse up against the curb. One wheel of the 
cart ran up on the curb. This threw Mrs. 
Torrence out. Ine cart was not. over- 
turned, \only my wife left the seat. 
The groom sprong instantly from his seat into 
the one left by Mrs, Torrence, grasped the 
lines from Jessie, for the horse was frightened, 
and stopped it. When Mrs. Torrence was 
reached a laboring man was holding her off 
the ground very tenderly. Then she was 
taken into a neighboring cottage-and after- 
ward to the Marine Hospital. 

The horse was not a vicious animal. It 
was one of a team of cobs, Nof long ago I 
was caught on a swing bridge in a closed car- 
riage drawn by this horse and its mate, and 
the animal stood the swinging in midair and 
the noise without making any trouble.“ 

Funeral to He Held Today.

It had been presumed until lately 
that in the evert of Mrs, Torrence’s death at 
any time her remains would be interred in the 
family lot at Joliet, where her father, the late 
Judge Jesse O. Norton, lies. But, singularly 
enough, after her return from a recent visit 
to Joliet Mrs. Torrence had said that the fam- 
ily ought to have a lot here in Rosehill be- 
cause so many elevators and city buildings 
had grown up around the Joliet cemetery that 
she did not wish to be buried there, and her 
casually expressed desire will be gratified by 
the family. 

Telegrams of sympathy and callers breath- 
ing condolence were received at the family 
residence, No. 88 Bellevue place, all day yes- 
terday and during the evening. Dr. De Laskie 
Miller, the silver-haired family physician, S. 
B. Raymond, and W. K. Ackerman were 
among the friends most assiduous in the work 
of condolence and of arranging for the fu- 
neral. Herbert Hackney, a _ brother-in-law, 
and Jessie Barker, a sister of Mrs. Torrence 
were at the home constantly. A few floral

Th neral has not been very well of late 
and the calamity comes upon him with par- 
ticular force because of his indisposition.

When Health Commissioner Ware read in 
yesterday morning’s papers the story of the 
accident he thought an inquiry should be 
made into the case, The Coroner was accord- 
ingly notified to hold an inquest. This was 
in spite of the fact that a death certificate 
had been signed by Drs. De Laskie Miller, 
Truman Miller, and Owens, and sent to the 
Health Department. This certificate says 
that Mrs. Torrence came to her death by be- 
ing throw from her carriage and sustain- 
ing a fracture of the upper cervical vertebra, 
fracture of the skull, and complete paralysis, 
resulting in death.“ 

Yesterday afternoon Deputy Coroner Fos- 
kett went to the grief-stricken house and, 
thoroughly satisfying himself that no one 
could be held responsible for the accident, ac- 
cepted the death certificate issued by the 
three doctors and decided to dispense with an 
inquest.

Seldom has Chicago society been so shocked as 
by the news of the death of Mrs. Gen. Torrence. 
Young, beautiful, admired, beloved, a sudden, al- 
most trivial accident befalls and all is ended. 

Mrs. Torrence was one of a type of women pe- 
culiarly the product of the fresh. free, vigorous 
Wost. Tu the world she was only known for her 
beauty, her cultivation, her matronly charm as 
the head of the splendid and hospitable 
home only lately completed, which she beautified 
by ber taste and adorned by her presence. But 
to those who knew her best these qualities were 
but the varnish on the lovely picture. She was 
perfect in her domesticity, in her household man- 
agement, in ber devotion to home and family; 
and, what was less to be expected, she was of un- 
erring 3 in the more weighty affairs ot 
business. all the large and extended enter- 
prises in which her hus d was engaged she 
was his confidante and adviser; nothing was en- 
tered upon without her being consulted, and 
nothing to which she had given her ungualified 
approval ever went amiss. Besides being her 
husband’s faithful helpmeet she was his business 
partner, and one-half of each of his large and 
varied possessions stands today in her individual 
nume, not as a gift, but as her equitable share of 
joint acquisitions.

TO OPEN A BIG BUCKET-SHOP. 


A Concern with a Capital Stock of 6400, 
000 Incorporated. 

A big bucket-shop concern has been organ- 
ized, which will go into business when the 
wires are restored to the Board of Trade, 
Nov. 1. The capital stock is $400,000, sub- 
scribed by five men, Al Hankins, William 
Munson, William Skakel (the inventor of 
the celebrated clock), Maurice Martin, and 
Sid McHhie, in equal amounts, with plenty 
more capital back of them. It is not yet set- 
tled where the company will set up 
in business, but it will be convenient 
to the Board of Trade. It may be 
on the Open Board or in the old shop of Mc- 
Hie & Martin. The success of shops which 
contained tickers before all the wires were 
taken from the floor was great. Jim Mur- 
phy used to handle, 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 bush- 
els of grain a day, and had twenty-five oper- 
ators. Now he handles a quarter of a million 
bushels and gets along with seven assistants. 
The telegraph companies suffered, too. from 
cutting off the wires, The Baltimore and Ohio 
had a revenue from this source of $250,000 a 
year, and the ‘’-stern Union a revenue four 
times as g at. it is believed the profits of 
the bucket: iope will be as great as ever. 


ARRESTED JOCK YS LIBERATED, 


Justice Glennon Dismisses the Cases— Book- 
makers Next in Line. 

The much-talked-of cases against the book- 
makers and jockeys at the Garfield Park track 
were on trial before Justice Glennon last 
night. The cases of the jockeys were taken 
up first, Attorneys Hull, Trude, and Linscott 
appearing for the defense and Attorneys Craw- 
ford and Blair for the prosecution. The de- 
fendants were charged with riding racehorses 
on grounds controlled by the West Side Park 
Commissioners. The motion of the defense 
to have the cases dismissed was sustained by 
the court on the ground that procedure by 
warrant without the authority of the Park 
Board was illegal, the Justice in his decision 


stating that procedure should have been by 


summons and by authority of the Park Board.

“NUNS, ANCIENT AND MODERN.” 


The Subject Discussed Before a Large Audi- 
ence at Central Music Hall, 

The Rt.-Rev. Bishop J. B. Spalding made a 
short, comprehensive, and notable address be- 
fore alarge audience, mostly Roman Cath- 
olics, in Central Music Hall last evening. He 
was to introduce the Rev. P. Maurice Kaeder, 
O. S. B., who was to deliver a lecture on 
“Nuns, Ancient and Modern; or, The Praise 
of Womanhood.” The Bishop made the talk 
of the evening. He dwelt upon the develop- 
ment of humanity, through religion and edu- 
cation, as the most magnificent office of man- 
kind, and glorified the various orders devoted 
to this work for their self-abnegation, self- 
sacrifice, and devotion. One of these socie- 
ties was the Order of St. Benedict, he said, 
under whose auspices the meeting last even- 
ing was held. He hoped for a time when 
„men and women would be of more concern 
to the worid than corn and cattle,” a time 
when the salvation cf human souls would be 
of more importance than surrounding human 
bodies with luxuries. The immense audience 
applauded the Bishop roundly. 

he Rev. P. Maurice Kaeder gave his hear 
ers a rather democratic object lesson in mus- 
cular Christianity before opening his address. 
He tugged at the heavy pulpit until he had 
drached it off the stage, and then, having un- 
limited room, he began his verbal entertain- 
ment. He said that the elevation of woman 
was the one thing most to be desired in the 
world, and the most sacred thing. A neces- 
sity to reach this desideratum was the abso- 
lute purity of maidenhood, for, as the child 
was father to the man, so the maiden might 
be said to be the mother to the woman and 
the wife. The wisest of men asked: Who 
shall find a valiant woman?“ The lecturer, 
although admitting that it might have been 
a difficult matter to tind one when the ques- 
tion was asked, declared that the nuns of the 
world were an answer to it. And he asserted 
that the nuns are the best development of 
genuine sanctity and valor, because their 
characters are molded after that holiest of 
prototypes, the blessed virgin. 

Mr. Raeder then took up the nuns in ancient 
and modern times, extolling them in language 
that was interlarded with pcetic quotations 
and made picturesque by frequent gesticula- 
tions and much pacing of the rostrum.

ing-school for the boys of Chicago. The 
trustees named to carry out this provision of 
the will wére Hugh A. White, J. M. Adsit, and 
Henry F. Lewis. They accepted of. 
fice, but nothing was done for years. 
Lately, however, they quietly went to work. 
The building of aschool within the next few 
months is an assured fact. One of the rea- 
sons given by the trustees for not building the 
school before is that it was impossible to se- 
cure a site. This difficulty was overcome by 
the offer of a property on West Van Buren 
street, running from organ street west to 
the Bowery, and south to an alley parallel 
with Tilden avenue. This. property, with the 
buildmgs on it, was purchased from O. 
. Barrett for „000. Although 
this property comprises half a block, it was 
not thought sufficiently large, so the trustees 
urch more frontage on Morgan street, 
rom the alley south to Con street, with 
a frontage of 100 feet on the latter street. The 
price paid was $23,000, The aggregate cost ot 
the complete site was $103,000. The buildings 
on the Barrett property are now being re- 


moved and the ground cleared preparatory to 


beginning operations on the school. 

Several weeks ago several well-known archi- 
tects were invited to submit plans for the in- 
stitution. They are now in the hands of 
Hugh A. White. Henry F. Lewis, one of the 
trustees, is now in New York, and on his re- 
turn the selection will be made and the work 
pushed as expeditiously as possible. 

“The main building will face on Van 
Buren street,“ said Trustee White yesterday, 
and will probably cover the entire plot run- 
ning from Morgan to the Bowery and back to 
the alley. Itis thought better to erect one 
large building, in which can be gathered all of 
the more important instructive departments. 
On the ground running south to Congress 
street we propose to erect the engine-house 
and other auxiliary buildings, and also the 
manual training school, if we decide to add 
such a department. The main building will 
be erected first and the manual training school 
considered later. Instruction will be given in 
those branches which are not taught in public 
schools and which poorer boys who cannot 
afford to go to college are deprived of. We 
expect to open the school in a year from 
now.’ 

The will declares that when the estate 
reaches the sum of $800,000 the trustees may, 
at cheir discretion, begin work upon the 
school. They have thought it advisable to let 
the estate appreciate beyond those figures be- 
fore building the school. The available fund 
has now reached over $1,000,000 and the 
trustees are satisfied that after the erection of 
buildings costing probably $200,000 there will 
be sufficient to perpetuaily endow the school. 


THE NATIONAL MUSIC COURSE, 


The Standard System in America, Used in the 
Schools of Japan. Now Recommended for 


Use in Germany. 

Dr. Luther Whiting Mason, author of the Na- 
tional Course of Public School Music, is one of 
the most neted educators in America; so noted, 
in fact, that he has -been elected a Fellow of the 
Society of Science, Letters, and Art of London. 
He received his title of Ph. D. from the Tokio 
University of Japan, and is recognized the world 
over as the most eminent of all school-niusic men. 
Dr. Mason's early education, from a literary side, 
was gained at Gardiner, Me., in which State he 
was born; in the academy at Gorham, Me., and 
in Delaware College, Norfolk, Del. He 
studied music in Boston under some 
of the best masters. Dr. Mason first 
engaged in public school music work at 
Louisville, Ky.; there he conceived the idea of a 
regular graded course in school music that should 
be p essive, systematic and educational. He 
was called later to Cincinnati, where he had an 
opportunity to put into operation the plans which 
he had formed and the method he had 22 
out fora regular course in school music. 0 
visited Europe to see what was being done there. 
and found the course of Henrich Hohmann, which 
seemed to be most suitable to the American 
schools. This course conceives of music as a lan- 
guage and develops it throughout the first years of 
school life according tothe method of teach- 
ing any language, and especially the 
English. Dr. Mason was called soon to Bos ton b 
the distinguished New-Englander, John D. Phil- 
brick, so long the Superintendent of the Boston 
public schools. Mr. Philbrick gave Dr. Mason 
carte blanche to do with the 7 mary schools as 
he chose, and he chose to make them the fore- 
most, musically speaking, in America. After four- 
teen years’ of valuable service ton 1 
Mason was paid the high compliment of being 
called to Japan, where he performed a wonderf 
service for that Empire. e musical scale of the 
Japanese had but five sounds, and the difficulty 
of changing this and adapting it to our musical 
instruments was no small task. School music in 
Japan is now called the Mason * 

Dr. Mason has been several times in Europe 
studying systems and methods there, he has vis- 
ited every important city in America where music 
is taught. and has thus gained an experience 
which makes him an oracle on all matters per- 
taining to the music of the public sch 5 

The Mason system is the standard school music 
course in America, being used in such cities as 
Boston, New York, — Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Louisville, Nashville, Cincinnati, Detroit, 
New — Kansas City. Milwaukee, and Min- 
neapolis. 

The following extracts, translated from the 
Chorgesang (illustrated magazine of music) of 
Leipsic, will show what is thought of the na- 
tional music course in this musical center of the 
foremost musical country of the world. The 
names of Karl Reinecke, Judassohn, and Paul 
will be noted among those who indorse the sys- 
tem, and it will be particularly observed that the 
attention given the system in Germany was due 
purely to its merits, Mr. Mason 1 there 
without the slightest thought of anyt save to 
study and observe: : 

„That music has no nationality and has but 
one universal language, every intelligent man will 
admit, and also that Germany is master of 
universal language. It therefore seems strange 
that from America should come r 
improvements in certain branches of the art. Mr. 
Luther Whiting Mason, formerly director of mu- 
sic in the public schools of Boston, U. 8. A., and 
until recently government director of music in 
the schools of Japan, has devoted many years of 
his life to the development of the most 

ractical system for elementary schools. 

or this pur he is now visiting 
Europe for the fourth time. He has wit- 
nessed the teaching in various schools in England, 
France, Belgium, Italy, and Northern and East- 
ern Europe, but preferably in those of Germany, 
in order to attain his object. „ When Mr. 
Mason arrived in Leipsic some three months ago 
he had never thought of giving an exposition of 
his system. He really brought it with him in 
order to consult experienced musicians as to some 
possible improvements in it. Germans, 
however, know how to 
good thing, and 
out jealousy. Through several 
acquaintances his syste became more widely 
known. Profs. Karl Reinecke, S. Judassohn, and 
Paul, the music teachers Ewaid, Klesse, Klengel, 
and many others interested themselves in it and 
recognized its value. So it happened that Mr. 
Mason was invited to give an exposition, on the 
6th of May, ult., at the general monthly meeting 
of the Music Teachers Union of Leipsic. With 
great modesty he hesitated to accept this invi- 
tation, as he feared the 1 of such exact- 
ing critics; but he finally concluded to accept; 
and he may well congratulate himself for the 
step, for it is really the first time that, in his 
branch of the musical art, a foreigner has 
achieved such a. brilliant success in Leipsic. 
From the beginning to the end of the se- 
ries everything is so gradually imparted that tbe 
child scarcely perceives that it is taking lessons. 

In consequence of this unexpected call of the 
German music teachers the National Music 
Course is being translated by a commission of 
musicians and adapted for use in German 
schools.

That rare specimen of the. 
ward politician, William J. English, perennial 
candidate for office, in attempting to wriggle 
out of the uncomfortabie position into which 
he was forced Monday by the party bosses in 
appointing, with the aid of Luke Coyne, four- 
teen Democratic clerks in the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office, tried to shift the blame first on 
the Republican Commissioner, Healy, and 
finally on Judge fcales. It will rest on the 
shoulders of the r unless he exercises the 
authority vested in him by the law to undo 
the sneaking trickery of Mr. English and his 
colleague. “ ; | 
The Election law properly interpreted pro- 
vides that it shall be fairly and honestly ad- 
ministered and with due regard to the rights 
of the leacling political parties. The provis- 
ions ot the law in reference to the appoint- 
ment of/judges and clerks of election may be 
taken is indicating this spirit. If in the odd- 
numbered precincts the Democrats have two 
judgés and one clerk, then under the law there 
mu%#t be two Republican judges and clerks in 
‘the/ even-numbered precincts. Everywhere 
t hout the enactment an endeavor is 
ade to give effect to this spirit of fairness 


and impartiality. Judge Scales, who is a good 


lawyer and who has the reputation of being 
an upright Judge, knows this. 

But how does he reconcile the action of the 
Election Commissioners with this spirit of 
fairness? There are fifteen or sixteen ver- 
manent employés of the Election Commission- 
ers’ office, All butoneare Democrats. When 
it comes to appointing clerks ap- 
proaching the time of election and extra 
clerks are added the rule has been to employ 
none but Democrats. Last Monday the two 
cowardly Democratic Commissioners, taking 
advantage of the unavoidable absence of their 
Republican colleague, appointed fourteen 
clerks, all Democrats, and gave as a shuffling, 
sniveling excuse for their partisanship that 
the Republican Commissioner was not present 
to demand Republican representation.

wages paid by foreign flock masters have no 
influence on wages paid by the Western ranch- 
men. Hence Tur Trrsunz looks on the 


Harpster-Delano-Lawrence wool schedule of 


the McKinley law as a blunder, injurious to 


the domestic wool grower, the manufacturer, 
and the consumer. 

The use of labor saving machinery by the 
American farmers, and the fact that they own 
their land, and that farms are large, while the 
European farmer is generally a renter, 
and farms are mere patches which must be 
tilled by hand labor, have offset as yet the 
advantage which the European farmer has in 
his cheaper labor. Butif new markets are 
not opened for the American farmer’s surplus 
he will continue to feel the sharp competition 
of the cheaper labor of France, Germany, 
India, Russia, and Hungary. 

Tosay that the cost of production is de- 
creased because wages are increased, is to put 
the cart before the horse. Mr. Watterson 
knows, if the Courier-Journal kintergarten 
infant does not, that labor saving machinery 
and scientific discoveries lessen the cost of pro- 
duction and make the payment of higher 
wages possible. Where anew machine en- 
ables one man to do the work of ten, the em- 
ployer can afford to pay and generally does 
pay the one man higher wages than he did to 
each of the ten. Ifthe simple expedient of 
raising wages decreased the cost of production, 
all that the manufacturers of this country 
would have to do to manufacture woolens, 
linens, silks, cutlery, etc., cheaper than in 
Europe would be to double the wages of their 
men. Will Mr. Watterson advise the tobacco- 
growers of his State to double the wages of 
the field hands in order to grow tobacco more 
cheaply? Will he himself add 100 per cent to 
the pay of his editors, reporters, printers, press- 
men, and clerks, in the expectation that by so 
doing it will cost him less to get out his paper? 
Hardly, though his kintergarten pupil may 
have rung in this false doctrine in the hope 
that his chief would be caught by it, and 
double his wages after he came home. 


THE EXTENSION OF THE LAKE TUNNELS. 

A morning contemporary, which is gener- 
ally sound on the water-supply question, and 
is not, like some other journals, always sin- 
ning through ingrained stupidity or perverse 
obstinacy, suggests that it might be better to 
stop spending money in the extension of the 
water tunnels and trust to the drainage chan- 
nel to prevent the future pollution of the lake 
water, 

When the construction of the new tunnel 
now building, with its intake four miles out, 
was planned by Mayor Roche, he was aware 
of the fact that steps would be taken to carry 
the sewage of the city away from the lake and 
down the Illinois. But he knew that it would 
be necessarily along time before the great 
rock-cut could be done, and he wanted to give 
the people pure water in the meantime, That 
reason still holds good. It will be several 
years from this date before the 20 millions of 
yards of rock, hard pan, and earth which have 
to be axcavated are removed and piled up. 

Mayor Roche had another reason for carry- 
ing the intakes out to a point where the 
crfstal waters of the lake are never troubled. 
During heavy storms, which are of frequent 
occurrence between October and May, the bed 
of the lake for one or two miles out in front 
of the city is dragged over and disturbed by 
the waves. The water is discolored by mud, 
clay, andsand. Sometimes the sewage which 
has been forced out of the river mouth by the 
rains and has sunk to the bottom is lifted up 


and carried along by the west winds and waves 


in the direction of the crib. 

It is necessary not only that the water should 
be pure, but that it should look so. 
when it was merely discolored by the mud 
from the bottom the Chicagoans have taken it 
into their heads that it was blackened with 
bacteria and was poisonous. They have 
fancied that it would make them sick, and 
have got sick at the thought, and no amount 
of reasoning could convince them they were 
wrong. 

Hence Mayor Roche’s idea—and it 1s a 


sound one—was to extend the new tunnel and 


the old tunnel so far out in the lake that the 
water pumped through them could not be 
polluted with sewage durmg the time which 
must pass before the drainage channel is 
opened; and could not be discolored by storms 
at any time, for at the distance of four 
miles out the lake is so deep that the winds 
and waves do not stir up the bottom. Had he 
been reélected the work of extending the old 
North Side tunnel two miles would be well 
under way now. Unhappily for the people an 
extrayagant incapable replaced him, and all 
we have is the turinel out to the pier, where 
the water is always bad during any storm and 
for some time thereafter. But the plans of 
Mr. Roche have simply been postponed and 
not abandoned. They will be carried out 
finally in order to give the people drinking 
water which always will be bright and pure 
and always will look pure and clear. 


FREE TRADE WOULD MAKE THE POOR 
| POORER. 

The prominent champions of free trade are 
making what they think is a strong appeal to 
the poorer classes of the United States by the 
statement that if there were no customs du- 
ties the prices of the goods that are consumed 
by the people would be much lower than now, 
and therefore the money of the buyers would 
go further. Thisisthe main argument ad- 
duced by Mills of Texas, Springer of Illinois, 
Campbell of Ohio, Boies of Iowa, Watterson 
of Kentucky, et id genus omne. But in tell- 
ing this undoubted truth they carefully ignore 
the fact that the workers in this country would 
in that case be compelled to compete with 
the half paid labor of Europe, and their 
wages be reduced thereby to at least as great 
an extent as the buying power of their dollars 
was widened. If not they would then be 
forced to remain idle while the products of 
European mills and factories were being sold 
around them at prices with which their former 
employers could not begin to meet, and final- 
ly they must accept longer days as well as 
half wages in order to obtain employment for 
the wretched support of their families. 

It is manifest that the only advantage 
which could accrue by the change from pro- 
tectzon to free trade would be to those who 
have money saved‘ up. Accumulated dollars 
would buy more as a consequence of the 
change. The wage earners who had saved 
but & little would not receive any benefit on 
the whole, as the demoralization necessarily 
experienced while business was accommodating 
itself to the new conditions would fully offset 
the gain due to the enchanced purchasing 
power of their few dollars held in reserve, 
The great advantage would be reaped by the 
rich people, those to whom some of the would- 
be reformers now allude as ‘bloated bond- 
holders ’’ who already own more than their 
equitable share of this world’s goods. These 
folks could make their cash go much farther 
than now. They could have mansions built 
and grounds laid out for them, and could hire 
servants and obtain the numerous luxuries of 
life for perhaps 40 to 50 per cent less than the 
same things cost them under present arrange- 
ments. Either they would enjoy more with 
the game expenditure, or pile up riches even 
faster than now because of smaller outlays 
for labor and service for the same amount of 


Often 


in the interest of the labor classes whose in- 
comes are now near the bottom of the scale 
of daily compensation for toil. 

Thus it is the wage people, those who com- 
pose the great bulk of the rank and file of the 
Democracy and furnish the party nearly all 
its voting strength in the cities and towns, 
who would be directly injured by the success 
of the party they uphold and the measure they 
are foolishly espousing, vot knowing what 
they do, In other words, they are asked by 
their party managers to take action which 
would be about as bad as cutting their own 
throats for the purpose of carrying out a pet 
economic theory which has nothing but mis- 
taken logic to support it. And there is no 
doubt that like sheep led to the slaughter the 
greater number of them will vote according 
to that behest, unthinking of the want of 
principle involved in the action and the fear- 
ful consequences to themselves which would 
follow the success of the policy advocated by 
their false friends. If they are saved from 
those results it will be by the sound sense of 
the majority of American voters who are wise 
enough to see the situation in its true light, 
and appreciate the value of the reciprocity 
plans laid out by Mr. Blaine, whereby the 
worker will be benefited instead of being in- 
jured seriously and perhaps beyond repair. 


DIFFERENT BREEDS OF FREE-TRADERS. 

The American free-trader thinks that he is 
copying an English model closely. My. Roger 
Q. Mills thinks that he is the lineal successor 
of J. S. Mill. But that which the American 
free-trader aims at doing is just the reverse of 
what the English free-traders whose title he has 
stolen have succeedea in accomplishing. It 
has been their steady policy to promote the 
importation, duty free, of the greatest possi- 
ble quantity of raw materials—of producers 
goods ”’—which they can work up into com- 
modities for export to be exchanged at a prof- 
it for more raw materials and for foodstuffs. 
The greater the quantity of crude materials 
imported the more work there is for English 
workingmen, If foreign markets can be 
found to take the increasing supply of goods 
this English policy works well, as the imports 
of one year form the exports of the next. 

But the American free-trader wants to in- 
crease the importation of finished articles 
which not only do not furnish em ployment for 
the American workingman, but which by com- 
peting with his goods in the home market de- 
prive him of the employment he had. While the 
English free-trade policy is calculated to in- 
crease the quantity of articles which can be 
exported by England the Democratic free- 
trade policy aims at leasening the quantity of 
articles which can be produced at home. En- 
glish free trade builds up England. American 
free trade, aiming at totally different objects, 
end working under totally different condi- 
tions, would pull down American industries. 
The one makes work for English working- 
men. The other strips Americans of the work 
they have. That is the difference in the two 
kinds of free-traders—British and Democratic,

Tue offer by the Atlantic Transport line of 
steamers to carry free of cost across the ocean 
„handy packages containing goods for the 
Exhibition deserves more than a passing ac- 
knowledgment. As the first offer by any At- 
lantic steamship line to give substantial aid 
to the Fair by carryimg exhibits free it is a 
most important action, since itis not only a 
generous policy of itself but may prove to be 
an example followéd by other carriers. Sev- 
eral of the great steamship lines have sub- 
scribed for stock in the Exhibition, but only 
one of them had previously signified a dispo- 
sition to make a special rate, and that line 
(the Allan) has simply promised that its rate 
shall be a reasonable one. There is yet 
ample time for other ocean transpor- 
tation companies to catch the infection of 
the generous impulse which leads to noble 
deeds, and this suggests it as possible that the 
railroad companies may also see their way 
clear to a backdown from the iron-bound 
policy heretofore insisted on of charging full 
rates on all goods coming to the Fair. Little 
has been said about it recently, but it is not 
forgotten that their attitude is a selfish one 
and out of harmony with the occasion as well 
as utterly devoid of precedent. Perhaps the 
action of the Atlantic line will be accepted as 
sufficient reason to reconsider the determina- 
tion previously expressed ty the railroad man- 
agers, recalling the apostolic injunction, 
‘*Provoke ye one another unto love and good 
works.“ a 


Tur Big Horn Mountains, in Southeastern 
Arizona, are reported to be the scene of a big 
sensation. They have receiyed a monster visitor 
from celestial space, and the stranger has 
come to stay, though it was all broke up ” 
on arrival. Its fragments are scattered along 
a distance of about eight miles. Over 360 
pieces have been found, one of them. weighing 
635 pounds, and the great majority are meteoric 
iron interspersed with genuine black dia- 
monds. The place where the colossus struck 
the earth is plainly visible. The visitor buried 
itself deep in the strata of lime and gray and 
red sandstone, the edges of the iron mass 
being scalloped and turned up by the force of 
the impact. The iron is strongly magnetic, 
and evidently is not volcanic, though it fell in 
the midst ot à volcanic region. The San 
Francisco Examiner, in describing the fact, 
intimates that the stranger came from the 
sun, which is probably a mistake, unless in 
the sense that all the planets of the solar sys- 
tem may have originally formed a part of the 
sun’s mass. The researches of astronomers 
lead up to the conclusion that the masses 
which fall to the earth from space do so after 
having coursed in orbits like the planets and 
some of the comets, and that the fall 186 a 
result of being met by the earth when both 
are at the point of intersection, the attraction 
of our globe being then more powerful than 
the force of motion in the previously-traveled 
orbit. 


Fall in Lake Huron of Nearly Three Feet 
in Five Years. 

Shipowners are much concerned about the re- 
port of Gen. O. M. Poe of the United States En- 
gineers that the waters of the great lakes are be- 
coming lower every year. The following figures 
for five years show the gradual fall: June, 18886, 
Lake Huron was 583.13 feet above the sea level; 
June, 1887, it was 582.38; June, 1888, 581.79; June, 
1889, 581.04; June, 1890, 581.01; June, 1891. 550.40, 
The month of June is taken because the water is 
then at its highest. In February the minimum 
depth is reached, and the shipowners expect to 
see many exposed places in that month next year. 
They are, of course, more troubled about the rivers 
emptying into the lakes than about those waters 
themselves. The Sault Canal now shows a depth 
of fourteen feet four inches only, and at Grosse 
Pointe; the entrance to the Detroit River, many 
vessels have grounded this season op account of 
the low water. In the old days of shallow boats 
and flat-bottomed steamers the plummet was 
little used, but now that their places have been 
taken by vessels with deep holds the state of the 
water is a matter of grave consideration. Gen. 
Poe says that the rainfall in the lake country 
during the last five years has been below the nor- 
maland that this accounts for the low water in 
the lakes. The shipowners who reach these great 

ies of water by tributary streams ere hardly 
reassured are, asking themselves whether it 
would not be more profitable to build vessels 
drawing less water. 

{Lake Michigan has shown but a slight fall 
since 1886. The Chicago River is probably a foot 
lower than in that year.]

Capt. Mahoney Says the “ Eclipse” Is Noth- 
ing but a Stall for Pool-Selling. 

A police report on Joe Uliman’s Eclipse race- 
track has been made at last, Capt. Mahoney of 
the Desplaines Street Station giving to Chief Mc- 
Claughry his official and expert opinion that the 
place is a stall to sell pools. 

The opinion reached police headquarters yes- 
terday and was at once turned over to Corpora- 
tien Counsel Miller, who has been asked to pre- 

re an 2 on the matter for Mayor Wasb- 

rne. Follo is the report: 
R. W. McClaughry, Esq., General Suverin- 
tendent of Police—Sir: According to orders I 
have caused an 8 of the character of 
Joseph Ullman's so-called Eclipse race-track, sit- 
uated at Nos. 29 to 38 Washington boulevard, and 
find that the place is fitted up as a race-track and 
pool-room. There are from three to four horse 
races, such asthey are, a day, and one or more 
foot races. The horses are kept in the basement, 
and every so often they are brought up-stairs and 
ajockey rides them around the track about four 
tames and then they are taken below again. 

“The odds are ted upon the biackboards to 
suit the owners of the track, and after the race 
Mr. Uliman and bis associates sell pools upon the 
Eastern races and also those run down South, 
which are considered foreign pools. The place is 
nothing more nor less than a l-room, and 1s 
visited by no one but those usually found in pool- 
rooms. There is an admission fee of 2 cents 
charged at the door, which is offset by a compli- 
mentary ticket that you will receive by asking for 
it. No liquor of any kind is sold in the place and 
no boys are allowed thers. They have four pri- 
vate watchmen on duty to keep order. 

The place is nothing more nor less than a com- 
mon pool-room, such as were formerly run on the 
South Side. opinion is that the nlace is only 
a stall to sell pools.

POLITICS VS. CRIMINALS. 


CHARLES k. FELTON ON THE DETRI- 
MENTS TO POLICE MANAGEMENT, 


Report of the Standing Committee on Po- 


lice to the National Prison Reform Con- 


greas—The Constantly Changing Munic- 
ipal Administrations the Cause of Mach 
Emb Capt. J. W. Pope of the 
United States Army Discusses ““ Crime 
and Criminals” in the Service. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 183.— When the Na- 
tional Prison Reform Congress opened this 
morning it was announced that the following 
officers had been elected by the Wardens’ As- 
sociation: President, Joseph Nicholson; Vice- 
Presidents, J. H. Patterson, New Jersey; 
James Massie, Ontario; R. S. Dawson, Ala- 
bama; F. S. Wright of Riverside Peniten- 
tiary; Secretary, R. W. McClaughry, Chica- 
go; Treasurer, John C. Whiton, Mass. It 
was also announced that the Board of Direct- 
ors had selected Baltimore as the place of 
next meeting in 1892 and Chicago for 1893. 

Capt. J. W. Pope of the United States Army 
then read an interesting paper on Crime and 
Criminals in the American Army,” detailing 
the various classes of crime and their punish- 
ment. 

A resolution that the World’s Fair managers 
be requested to ask that the French Govern- 
ment be requested to have an exhibit of the 
workings of the Bertillon system of measure- 
ments as a means of identification for prison- 
ers at the Fair was adopted. The system was 
referred to the association by the Wardens, 
and is recommended for all prisons. 

Impediments to Police Management. 

Charles E. Felton, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Police, read the annual report of 
the committee. The other members of the 
committee are Benjamin Murphy, Jersey 
City: R. W. McClaughry, Chicago; and Jo- 
seph Golden, Charleston, S. C. Following is 
an abstract of Mr. Felton's report: ; 


The first and greatest impediment to efficient 
police management is the constant presence of 
the interests of politicians, officeholders; and 
political parties. With a view to ascertaining 
the opinions of some of the leading Superintend- 
ents of Police your committee ad letters 
of inquiry, and submits synopses of replies re- 
ceived, as follows: 

“ The first and greatest difficulty in endeavor- 
lice system is its de- 


pendence upon politics. The Aldermen of each 
ward have been expected to name the policemen 
who should be appointed from that ward and 
placed on duty at the scveral precincts. Alder- 
men naturally promise the places to the men who 
are instrumental in securi their election. Not 
only is the Alderman bound to secure their ap 
pointment if elected, but is bound to stand b 

them, see that their faults are overlooked, an 

that their failures in duty are condoned; and they 
in turn are ape? to wield all the influence, 
both personal and official, that they can com- 
mand to secure the retarn of their patron 
to his place in the Council. Very fre- 
quently a candidate for Alderman, in order to 
insure his election, secures an interest in one or 
more saloons located in each precinct of his ward. 
These saloons are the headquarters of friends, 
and are used to bring him votes. After the police- 
men are appointed they are necessarily compelled 
to wink at violations of the law when connected 
with saloons that are in his interest, and are fre- 
queniy required to bring down the ‘terrors’ of 
the law on other saloons in the same territory 
which are known to be not in sympathy with his 
political fortunes. It being necessary to protect 
this cluss of policemen the Alderman who secures 
their appointment necessarily insists that the 
head of the Police Department shali deal lenient- 
ly with their faults. It he does nat do so they 


can very easily bring him to terms by refusing ap- 


propriations or passing annoying or obstructive 
ordinences, as well as hampering the Mayor in all 
his efforts to 1.5. the city good government. 

Another difficulty under which the Police De- 
partment labors is the assignment to it of duties 
which nominaliy belong to other departments. 
For example, take the Health Department. In 
some cities it is regarded as a separate branch 
of a city administrati m. yet all matters pertain- 
ing to it which involve the enforcement of ordi- 
nances are referred to the police tobe carried out. 
The results attained by the Health Department 
would be more easily reached by making that a 
branch of the Police Department, to be in charge 
of a sanitary inspector. 

Pay Magistrates Salaries. 


One of the great hindrances to effective police 
work is the system of paying magistrates by fees 
instead of salary. There is also the evil of the 
professional bailer’ who haunts police stations, 
corrupts where he can the police officers, and 
levies his tax on the unfortunates who are under 
arrest and must have bail. He gets rich in a few 
years, as do the police magistrates. 

‘Official interference with the officers com- 
manding a police force has caused crime to in- 
crease and criminals to saree g In some of our 
cities the money appropria for police protec- 
tion is of very little more use than for the main- 
tenance of a uniformed political elub.“ 

‘ serena, Superintendents write in substance as 
ollows: 

Politics does not enter this 8 Vice 
is held in restraint, crime is punished, and our 
men are safe in position if honest and efficient, 
and not otherwise, Some years ago all the above 
conditions were different. Politics entered into 
administration, and the city was full of crimi- 


nals. 

The two leading vices which disturb public 
thought and are embarrassing in police manage- 
ment in several of our cities are licentiousness 
and gambling. Nearly every change of munici- 
pal administration causes a change of policy in 
regard to these offenses. The causes contribut- 
ing to this are not altogether political, but art 
largely the result of lax administration, of de- 
moralizing social and industrial conditions, and 
of aconfusion of sentiment or opinion in the 
mind of the public, as followed by the police au- 
thorities in treating the difficulty. 


Gambling and the Social Evil, 


The social tpg te some communities, can easily 
be suppressed; but not in all, In mining dis- 
tricts and in cities where the population is heter- 
ogeneous and cosmopolitan, the most that should 
be required from a police force is that it shall 
keep social moral offenses under such control as 
to minimize the effect of their presence. Let sym- 
pathy and humanity take the place of harshness 
and blackmail—forces often made use of for per- 
sonal ends. alize their habitation as far as 
possible. 

Public gambling, in many respects, is subject to 
similar criticism. it cuts even a more prominent 
figure in politics and in police management than 
does the social evil. Gambling would easily be 
suppressed in all cities but the reason that 
the managers of public gam rooms pay large 

palitical parties 


tribute to officeholders and to 
for permission to ply their vocation. 

Crime is most prevalent where these vices are 
encouraged the most and it is increasing in this 
country beyond the public belief. The causes 
favoring the increase of crime are the ease with 
which habitual criminals avoid arrest; the light- 
ness of sentence if convicted; the laxity of dis- 
cipline in our prisons; the preserit senseless views 
of the public and the acts of Legislatures as to 
systems of prison labor, and its ease to the pris- 
oner; the abundance and variety of f re- 
ceived; the comfortable quarters in which prison- 
ers are housed; the easy access of friends by vis- 
itation; and the readiness with which a sensa- 
tional press and a sympathetic public accepts as 
true the complaints of prisoners. The lack of 
police surveillance over the discharged criminal 
also increases the ‘temptation to renew crime life. 

The — of art, science, ethics, and indus- 
try cannot fail to make a favorable impression on 
minds not callous from long-continued crime life. 
Every State should have such systematic classifi- 
cation of prisons as will prevent the association 
with each other of prisoners detained for tri 
and separate all misdemeanants from felons an 
first offending criminals from adult habituals. 
Every State should adopt and enforce such sys- 
tem of indentification of its paroled or discharged 
convicts, whether first offenders or habitual 
criminals, as will make it easy to establish the 
identity anywhere of those who again commit 
crime.

| Several members of the board had similar 
‘telegrams from their correspondents at differ- 
ent points in North Dakota. Mayville, 
Wheatland, Valley City, Grafton, and other 
| points reported heavy rains and some of them 
suow. One dealer had a sensational dispatch 
| from Grafton, which said: 

Hard rain, two-thirds of the wheat crop hope 
| lessly gone. 

No one here believes this statement. Neither 
does any one doubt that the continued rains 
have made the situation more serious. The 
damage is more to the grade than the amount, 
though there may be some wheat that will not 
be worth thrashing. The effect of the weather 
on the receipts here will be noticeable for 
some time yet, even if the storms should cease 
at once. 

JAMestown, N. D., Oct. 13,—[Special.]— 
Rain and snow again fell last night. It is 
snowing hard at present. was but one 
full day’s wheat thrashing last week. “Wheat 
became dry enough to thrash Saturday, but 
rain has again suspended operations. No 
stacking is being done. There are reports of 
eee sprouting in several stacks in this vi- 
cinity.

terly ruined. “Noone has the faintest con- 
ception of the devestation in the Red River 
Valley.“ exclaimed Col. P. B. Walker, with an 
ominous shake of the head this evening. “I 
have just returned from a trip through that 
section and it made my heart ache to witness 
the ruin. In order to appreciate it one must 
actually see it. There are thousands of simply 
wonderful wheat fields almost utterly de- 
stroyed by the rains. In every direction are 
great big shocks of wheat and it all 
would have graded No. 1 hard had it been 
thrashed out before the rains fell. Now noth- 
ing can be done. It's too late to save even a 
modicum. Were the shocks in a condition to 
be thrashed out it would be a physical impos- 
sibility to do anything with the crop, for the 
reason that teams cannot haul the wheat to 
the thrashers nor haul fuel to the engines. 
The difficulty in the first place arose over get- 
ting help to do the thrashing, but the railway 
companies succeeded in getting both men and 
machines into the fields. When they arrived 
they were powerless. The mud was so deep 
that the horses mired to their bellies,” 


ANOTHER “FAITH CURE” VICTIM, 


Probably Unnecessary Death of a Little 
Child at Beatrice, Neb. 

Brarnuice, Neb., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—An- 
other murder under the guise of the faith 
cure has been committed in this communi- 
ty, and, as is usually the case, the victim was 
a child 4 years old. The parents of the mur- 
dered little one live a few miles in the coun- 
try, and at a late hour the father weakened 
and called in a physician, who could do noth- 
ing, the ailment being malignant diphtheria. 
The last Legislature passed a stringent law 
particularly designed to prevent practicing by 
Christian Science healers and faith doctors in 
this city.

NORRIS LIBRARY AT TRENTON, MO. 


Dedication of the Handsomely Equipped 
Building Endowed by Jewett Norris, 
Trenton, Mo., Oct. 13.— The dedication of 
the Norris free public library took place here 
today..

NEWSPAPER WOMEN UNITE. 


Organization of the Press League—Mrs. 
Palmer's Practical Talk. 

The Press League, which was organized 
several months ago, held its first public meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon in the ladies’ parlor 
of the Auditorium Hotel. The league is com- 
posed entirely of women earning their living 
by newspaper writing, and was organized for 
the purpose of codéperation in furnishing to 
each other such information as may be de- 
sired. While primarily it is for the purpose 
of disseminating news relative to the World’s 
Fair, it is the intention of the members to 
make the association permanent. Until the 
close of the Columbian Exposition the head- 
quarters of the league will be in Chicago, after 
which the location will be determined by a 
vote ot the members to be sent to the Audit- 
ing Board during April following the close of 
the Exposition. 

After prayer by Bishop Cheney, a recitation 
by Martha Howe Davidson, an address by 
President M. H. Krout, and harp solo by Mrs. 
Clara Murray, Mrs. Potter Palmer delivered 
an address which was the feature of the day. 
She reviewed the history of the Board of ly 
Managers of the World’s Fair and what it had 
accumplished thus far for women and wom- 
en’s work. She said that many women cor- 
respondents of various newspapers through- 
out the country were expec to be present 
during the Fair, and it was the intention of 
the board to codperate with the league in aid- 
ing them in their work. 

In conclusion Mrs. Palmer said: “An op- 
portunity will be given you to Show what you 
can do towards the effectual dissemination of 
news. If you can succeed in keeping women's 
work in the Exposition moré prominently 
befcre the country than the genéral work, the 
credit and glory will be due entirely to the 
Press League, and all editors and newspaper 
men will understand fully the significance of 
the fact and rate women accordingly. 

“By offering to members of your league the 
facilities that the Board of Lady Managers 
cap place at its disposal at the time of the 
Fair, you furnish them an inducement in ad- 
dition to the strength they would have in 
being members and representatives of such a 
powerful league. You can work for the Board 
of Lady Managers, for the advancement of the 
cause of woman, for establishing and showing 
the efficiency of. women as journalists and in 
forming a strong, useful, and permanent league 
of press women. At the same time, I trust 
that you think the result worthy of your 
efforts and that you will consent to be our in- 
terpreters in properly placing before the read- 
ing and thinking public the full significance 
and value of the material and ethical exhibit 
to be made by women at the Fair.“

SMALL-POX IS SPREADING IN CANADA. 


Forty Cases Reported to the Board of 
Health—Quarantine Officers Negligent. 

Monrrear, Que., Oct. 13. — [Special.] — 
There is no doubt that the dreaded small-pox 
is rapidly spreading in this province and if it 
continues to increase there is little likelihood 
that Montreal will escape. Up to date forty 
cases in different parts of the province 
have been reported to the Provincial 
Board of Health. Today four cases were re- 
ported from Ste. Adelaide de Pabos, Gaspe 
County, and four cases from Ascot, ten miles 
from Sherbrooke, on the Quebec Central rail- 
way. The places infected now are Carleton, 
Dalhousie, St. Paul de la Croix, Mdcnider, 
Pabos, and Ascot. All these cases have been 
traced to Quebec, where the disease made its 
first appearance, 

In a recent trip to that port several cases of 
small- pox broke out on board the steamship 
Brazilian. On arriving at Grosse Isle quaran- 
tine station the patients were isolated and the 
ship fumigated, after which it was allowed to 
proceed to Quebec. It appears, however, that 
the vessel was not thoroughly disinfected, as 
on the way to Quebee another case broke out 
among her crew, It is therefore to the 
carelessness of the quarantine officials | 
the appearance of the disease in this province 
is attributed. The Provincial Healt 
is acting energetically; and will prosecute all 
doctors or others hiding cases of small-pox or 
varioloid. The Montreal authorities are mak- 
ing every pre ion to meet the disease if it 
should reach here.

A SURPRISING VERDICT. 


Members of a Secret Assassination Society 
Acquitted by a Jury. | 
Arranta, Ga., Ost. 12.—The seven members 
of the secret assassination society known as 
„The Honest Men's Friend and Protector“ 
who were on trial all last week in the United 
States District Court, have been acquitted. 
The verdict created surprise, not only in the 
court-room, but throughout the community. 
Nine men were indicted, of whom two 
turned State’s evidence. The informers put 


on the mask and flowing robe of the order and 


paraded before the jury. The jury refused to 
believe the informers and rendered a verdictiof 
acquittal. The strange contradiction of this 
verdict,is that six colleagues of these same 
men were tried in the State Court for arson 
under the same evidence, were convicted, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Of these one 
was killed last June in a prison mutiny. | 
Late in 1889 a number of moonshiners 
formed a band to intimidate United States 
officials, witnesses, and informers.

INEQUALITIES IN RATES. 


DECISIONS BY WESTERN TRAFFIC AS- 
SOCIATION COMMISSIONERS. 


Propertionate Rates Established Between 
Chicago and Lower Mississippi River 
Points on Freight from Trans- Missouri 
Territory—Payment of Commissions on 
Freight Prohibited—Application of Mis- 
sissippi River, Peoria, and Chicago 
Rates—Other Railway News. 

An important decision has just been pro- 
mulgated by the Commissioners of the West- 
ern Traffic Association regarding proportional 
rates between Chicago and Lower Mississippi 
River points applying on freight to and from 
Missouri, Kausas, Nebraska, Colorado, and 
Indian Territory. The matter came up on 
application from the Rock Island for relief 
from inequalities existing under division 
sheet No. 64, issued by S. P. Brown, joint 
agent of lines operating between Chicago and 
East St. Louis. At the hearing of this appli- 
cation it was shown that in the case of freight 
originating at or destined to Chicago, con- 
signed to or from any point in Missouri. Kan- 
sas, Colorado, Nebraska, or the Indian Terri- 
tory, it has been the practice of the railroad 
lines receiving it at East St. Louis, East Han- 
nibal, and East Louisiana to transport it 


at rates found by deducting from 
the published through rates between 
Chicago and the westerly point of 


origin or destination the proportional rates 
named in division sheet No. 64, issued by Mr, 
Brown. The same practice has been followed 
in regard to freight shipped between points in 
Missouri and points in Illinois situated upon 
lunes connecting with lines for which Brown 
acted as joint agent. It is also complained 
that the division sheet applies Chicago rates 
to and from certain points east of the eastern 
boundary of the territory of the Western 
Traffic Association. | 

In the “opinion of. the Commissioners the 
existing conditions are unsatisfactory, and as 
a remedy they make the following order: 

1. Companies members of the Western Traffic 
Association, for which said S. P. Brown acted as 
agent in the publication of said Division Sheet 
No. 64, shall on or before Nov. 21, 1891, cause same 
to be canceled, so far at least as their own con- 
nection therewith is concerned, and shall there- 
after refuse to use or join in said proportional 
rates, except as same may be modified as herein- 
after stated. : 

2. In case said companies desire to arrange for 
a new division sheet naming proportional rates 
to apply upon said business, and make the neces- 
sary arrangements therefor in the Western 
Freight Association, they shall cause to be insert- 
ed iu same a clause reading substantially as fol- 
lows, i. e.: 

** Proportions herein named will not apply upon 
business originating at or destined to any point 
east of Chicago, or east of the line of the IIlinois 
Central railroad between Chicago and Effingham, 
or south of the Vandalia line between Effingham 
and East St. houis. East Chicago, Hammond 
and Whiting. Ind., alone being excepted.”’ 

No provisions of the division sheet now used 


cluded in such new division sheet, except as they 
may be duly modified to bring them into con- 
formity therewith. 

3. The proportional rates named in such di- 
vision sheet shall be so modified that lines east 
and west of the Mississippi River, respectively, 
shall not in any case allowed more than their 
regular local rate for the service performed 
this, however, not to necessarily reduce in the 
aggregate the revenue of the lines east of East 
St. Louis, East Hannibal, or East Louisiana. 

4. On and after Nov. 21, 1891. all association 
lines west of Eust St. Louis, East Louisiana, and 
East Hannibal shall charge their regular local 
rates for transportation to and from said points 
of any and all freight of the nature hereinbefore 
mentioned not covered by a division sheet pre- 
pared in conformity ‘with the above require- 
ments. 

5, The attention of such westerly Association 
lines is particularly called to the requirement for- 
bidding them to join in Chicago through rates to 
or from any point east of Chicago or east of the 
eastern boundary of association territory as here- 
inbefore defined; it being understood that East 
Chicago, Hammond and Whiting, Indiana, may 
be included at Chicago fates.

ing and circulation of division sheets of the kind 
hereinbefore mentioned is liable to lead to abuses, 
no matter how carefully the subject may 
guarded; and they. therefore earnestly recom- 
mend t, as far as possible and as soon as prac- 
ticable, arrangements be made for billing this 
freight upon through wayrbills, thereby doing 
away with the necessity for the printing and cir- 
culation of division sheets, and allowing the divis- 
ion of revenue to be arranged through the office 
of the Auditors of the several companies. 


COMMISSION ON. FREIGHT, 


Payment of Same Prohibited by the West- 
ern Commissioners. 

At a session of the Commissioners of the 
Western Traffic Association held in Chicago, 
Oct. 10, the subject of commissions on freight 
traffic was under consideration, and the fol- 


lowing action was taken: 

WHEREAS, Itis reported that payments in the 
form of commissions are being made on shipments 
-of freight destined to points within the territory 
of this association : and, 

WHEREAS, It is further reported that such con- 
cessions are in many instances arranged by agree- 
ment with Eastern lines; and, 

WHereas, The effect of such practice is to se- 
cure business by the exercise of undue influence 
and unfair methods, contrary to that section of 
the by-laws which provide for uniformity in rates 
and regularity in procedure; therefore 

Resolved, That all officers, agents, and other 
employés connected with the roads comprised in 
this Association, be and they hereby are pro- 
-+hibited from paying or participating directly or 
indirectly in the payment of any money or other 
consideration of any nature to any officer, agent, 
or employé of any other common carrier, or to 
any shipper or consignee, or any other party or 
parties whatever, for the 1 of influencing 
or which shall have the effect of influencing, the 
routing of any freight traffic within the jurisdic- 
tion of this association, Regular salaries paid to 
officers, agents, and other employés publicly 
known and recognized as iu the employment of 
the company 80 paying them, and settlements 
now authorized with fast freight lines to the 
Mississippi River on west-bound traffic, shall alone 
be excepted from the above order. 

Resolved, That any evasion or disregard of the 
foragoing requirement shall be regarded as con- 
trary to the agreement of this Association and in 
violation thereof. 


SEVERAL IMPORTANT DECISIONS, 


Rates from Lincoln, Neb.—Territorial Lim- 
its for Missouri River Trafiic. 

The Commissioners of the Western Traffic 
Association, through Chairman Walker, have 
promulgated several decisions of more or less 
importance. Among the more important 
ones are the following: Establishment of a 
tariff from Lincoln, Neb., to points on the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway in 
Nebraska and Northern Kansas. In this mat- 
ter the decision is as follows: 

The rates proposed by the Chicago. Rock Island 
and Pacific appear to be the logical result of ac- 
tion taken in the Trans-Missouri Association by 
consent of all lines in establishing the differential 
rates from Lincoln. Attention is also called to 
the action of the Trans-Missouri Association, au- 
thorizing differential rates from and through 
Beatrice adjusted so that they should not 
higher than the basis of rates now existing 
through the Missouri River and Lincoln. The 
Commissioners do not question the wisdom of 
the action taken, but simply call attention to the 
fact that the rates objected to are the resulti 
consequence of that action. The proposed tari 
does not reduce through rates between eastern 
poipts and the territory in question, nor change 
present authorized conditions; its authorization 
seems necessarily to follow from the policy here- 
tofore established, and the Commissioners so 
order, effective on date to be flxed by the Com- 
missioner of the Trans-Missouri Dtvision. 
Another decision is in the matter of the ap- 
peal of the Great Northern railway company 
from a disagreemeut in the Transcontinental 
Association in respect to transcontinental 
divisions via lake and rail, and still another 
one in the limitation of territory to and from 
which St. Louis, Peoria, and Chicago rates 
shall apply on Missouri River traffic. In the 
last-named matter the Commissioners estab- 
lish territorial lines to and from which such 
rates shall apply. On traffic to and from the 
Missouri River Chicago rates shall apply at 
points east of the Peoria line and on or west 
of a line to be known as the Chicago line, as 
follows: From Chicago southward via the Uli. 
nois Central to Effingham; thence via the 
Vandalia road to but not including Vandalia. 
Hammond, East Ch „ and Whiting, in 
the State of Indiana, shall be included among 
the points taking Chicago rates.

The Auditer and Treasurer Scored by Gov. 
Pattison—The Senate Meets. 

HarnrisBuraG, Pa., Oct. 13.— The special ses- 
sion of the State Seuate was called to order 
this morning, and after the usual preliminary 
business had been transacted the message of 
Gov. Pattison was received and read. Gov. 
Pattison in his message says: 

The Constitution provides that all officers elect- 
ed by the pe@ple, other than some especially ex- 
cepted, shall be rémoved by the Governor for 
reasonable cause after due notice and f hear- 
ing on the advice of two-thirds of the Senate. 
Having convened you in order to give you an 
opportunity to take appropriate action under 
our constitutional powers with relation to the al- 
eged misconduct of the heads of two departments 
of the State Government, as well as other elective 
officers, | deem it my duty to briefly review the 
course of events which have led to the call for 
this session of the Senate and to refer you to such 
sources as I know of for further information. 

The Governor then reviews at great length 
the testimony taken by the various commit- 
tees which have been investigating the affairs 
of Bardsley, the Philadelphia Treasurer, who 
is now in the penitentiary, and severely ar- 
raigns Henry K. Boyer, State Treasurer, and 
Thomas McCamant, Auditor-General of the 
State, for their connection with Bardsley’s 
inisdoings. 

The committee charged with the investiga- 
tion of the department of the Auditor-General 
and State Treasurer this morning adopted a 
preliminary report and sent it to Gov. Patti- 
son. After reviewing at length the work of 
the committee and the testimony of the sev- 
eral witnesses summoned before it, the com- 
mittee says in conclusion that from the evi- 
dence already taken the committee is of 
the opinion that the customs which 
have prevailed in the State Treasury and 
Auditor-General’s office for many years 
and under many administrations, of not com- 
pellmg County Treasurers to make returns 
and payments at the time specified by law, is 
ome which demands, prompt correction and a 
thorough revision f the laws on this subject 
s0 as tocompel State authorities to enforce 
the law and making it acrime for a County 
Treasurer to fail to make returns and pay- 
ments within the time prescribed by the law. 
With regard to the present system of depoait- 
ing State funds the committee suggests that 
the laws should be speedily changed, as the 
system has long outlived its usefulness; that a 
law should be passed directing the Governor, 
Auditor-General, and State Treasurer to joint- 
ly designate depositories, and no depository 
shall receive a deposit of State funds unless 
said bank shall deposit with the State Treasur- 
ereither national, State, county, and city 
bank bonds equal in amount of said deposit.

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TIPS FOR THE FARMERS, 


SECRETARY RUSK’S SCHEME TO GIVE 
THEM WEATHER FORECASTS. 


A Responsible Person to Be Employed in 
Every Town and Village to Whom the 
Indications Will Be Sent—By a System 
of Flags and Whistles on Railroad 
Trains the News Will Be Carried 
Throughout the Country—The System 
to Be Put in Operation This Year. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 11.— [Special to the 
New York World.] One of the first discoveries 
made by Secretary Rusk after he took charge 
of the weather of this country was discrimina- 
tion against his friends the farmers. He found 
that, while city people were getting govern- 
ment forecasts regularly in their morning 
newspapers and by means of flags in the big 
railroad stations, their country cousins ob- 
tained no information until. the. weather had 
come and gone. The Secretary sent for Prof. 
Harrington, Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
and told him to figure out a scheme to give 
the country as much and as valuable informa- 
tion as the city. receives. 

Prof. Harrington began work at once and 
thinks he has solved the problem. So, appar- 
ently, does Secretary Rusk, for an official cir- 
cular has just been issued announcing that 
the bureau wishes to find in every town and 
village a responsible pérson who will under- 
take to display weather flags. When these 
persons are employed the forecasts will be 
telegraphed to them and the people will know 
what kind of weather to expect. 

Explanation of the Flag Signals. 

The flags are to be made of tin, and their 
size, shape, and color, with the code of sig- 
nals, will be as follows: 


+ 


No. 1—White flag, six feet 


; square, will in- 
dicate clear or fair weather. 


| : 
No. 2—Blue flag, six feet square, will indi- 
cate rain and snow. 


No. 3—White and blue dan, six feet square, 
will indicate that local rains or showers 
will occur and that the rainfall will not be 
general. 


No, 4—Black triangular flag, four feet at 
the base and six feet long, always refers to 
temperature. When placed above flags Nos. 
1, 2, ana 3 it will indicate warmer weather. 
When placed below the numbers it will indi- 
cate colder weather. 

When it is not displayed the indications are 
that the temperature will remain stationary, 
or that the change in temperature will not 
vary more than 4° from the temperature of 
the same hour of the preceding day from 
March to October, inclusive, and not more 
than 6° for the remaining months of the year. 


No. White flag, six feet square, with black 
square in center, will indicate the approach of 
a sudden and decided fall in the temperature. 

This signal will not be displayed unless it is 
expected that the temperature will fall to 42°, 
or lower. and will be ordered displayed at 
least twenty-four hours in advance of the cold 
wave. . No. 5 is displayed, No. 4 is al- 
ways omitted. f f 

When displayed on poles the signals will be 
arranged to read downward; when displayed 
on horizontal supports a small streamer will 
be attached to indicate the point from which 
the signals are to be read.

Notification will be given in every town and 
village where there is a steam whistle that at 
a certain hour every day the whistle will sound 
the signal t~ indicate the probable weather for 
the ensuing twenty-four hours. 

Factories will receive the forecast by tele- 
graph and locomotive engineers will receive it 
at their starting points. 

The warning signal to attract attention will 
be what is called the long blast, lasting twenty 
seconds. After this signal has been sounded 
blasts of from four to six seconds’ duration 
will refer to the weather; short blasts of three 


seconds each will refer to the temperature, 
92 for the weather to be sounded first, like 
is:

Some difficulty may arise with regard to the 
locomotive whistles. Engineers have to give 
railroad signals, and the public mind may be- 
come confused by the two, but the professor 
thinks this difficulty can be overcome. 

He expects to have the system in full opera- 
tion before 1892.

‘Your farm has paid you out 
of debt, and a man ought to feel considerable 
satisfaction in producingsuch a crop.“ Yes,’ 
he moaned, ‘I probably ought to be thank 
but just think of the awful strain on the 
land.

There is not the sign of a new element in the 
local. financial. situation. The tendencies that 
have been working for some time continue to 
work and the results grow more and more pro- 
neunced. The demand for money is. surprisingly 
small. The country banks are allowing unusually 
large balances to remain on deposit here. Indi- 
vidual deposits are heavy. Of course the natural 
result of these conditions is that the banks are 
accumulating a surplus which is much larger 
than they like to have. 

The Controller has compiled the returns made 
in answer to his call of Sept. 25. The statement 
offers some interesting comparisons with the con- 
dition last year. The statement made Dec. 19, 
1890, showed loans and discounts of $71,421,000. 
The last statement shows $87,565,000 for that item. 
This is a gain of nearly 23 per cent.. The individ- 
ual deposits in that time have increased from 
$53,002,000 to $65,952,000, or a little less than 25 per 
cent. The amount due from other national banks 
has increased from $10,770,000 to $14,293,000, 
The amount of specie on hand has increased 
from 515.688.000 to $20,142,000. It has been said that 
the abundance of money in the West has led the 
country banks into keeping an unusually heavy 
line of depasits here for this season of the year. 
The comparison of the figures bears out that 
statement. The amount due national banks has 

reased from $21,783,000 to $28,611,000, an increase 
of 31 per cent. The amount due State banks has 
increased from $17,574,000 to $22,474,000 or at the 
rate of 26 percent. Total resources have increas- 
ed from $120,658,000 to $150,802,000. The cash re- 
serve Sept. 25 was 33.62 per cent. Today it is un- 
questionably considerably largerthanthat. In 
spite of the large reserve, and the slack demand 
for money there is no prospect at present for a 
break for a break in rates. Although the demand 
is just now small the amount of loans already out 
is large. The bankers are not at ali disposed to 
cut the rate on $90,000,000 of discounts in order to 
pt out$5,000,000 or $10,000,000 new loans.
